It appeared that the go vern­ 
m ent’s death sentence had been 
carried o u t at an arm y base in o r 
near Bu eno s Aires. 


The go vernm ent also anno u nced 
the execu tio n o f retired Lt. Ju an 
Alberto Abadie. seco nd in co m ­ 
m and o f the u prising at the 7th 
Infantry Regim ent in La Plata. 
His su perio r. Co l. Oscar Lo renzo 
Co garno was amo ng tho se execu t­ 
ed yesterday. 
A civilian so u rce clo se to Go v­ 
ernm ent Ho u se disclo sed that the 
go vernm ent had co mm u ted to life 
im priso nm ent death sentences im ­ 
po sed o n between 150 and 200 reb­ 
els. 
One o f these w as believed to 
have given the tip that led to 
Valle’s captu re. An attem pt to 
trap Vale into leading them to 
Gen. Rau l Tanco , revo lt co leader, 
failed. Valle was captu red by fed­ 
eral po lice in a predawn raid o n 
an apartm ent ho u se.

Ju ne 25-26. H agerty said the P resi­ 
dent wo u ld be “ very happy” to 
co nsider a po stpo nement bu t at 
present is u nable “ to co nsider an 
exact date.” 
Delay Su ggested 
President Arias Espino sa o f Pan­ 
am a has su ggested that the co n­ 
ference be po stpo ned three weeks. 
The President’s do cto rs have es­ 
tim ated his co nvalescence fpo m 
the em ergency su rgery at fo u r to 
six weeks—that is, between Ju ly 7 
and Ju ly 21. 
The last medical bu lletin o f the 
day, timed at 5 p.m. EDT, said: 
The President’s co nditio n co n­ 
tinu es to be satisfacto ry. 
“ His pu lse, blo o d pressu re, tem ­ 
peratu re and respiratio n rem ain 
stable and essentially no rm al, 
“He rested thro u gho u t the after­ 
no o n. sleeping at intervals. 
The President did no t engage 
in his walking exercises this after­ 
no o n, and the do cto rs did no t aw ak­ 
en him . preferring to let him sleep 
witho u t interru ptio n. 
Pain D ecreases Ea ch Day 
He m ay take these exercises 
later in the day. 
“ The President has had ano ther 
go o d day o n the way to reco very 
fro m his o peratio n.” 
H agerty expanded this at a news 
co nference, telling repo rters: 
Eisenho w er is “still in pain bu t 
it decreases each day.”

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CHICAGO, Ju ne 12 (F)—A m edi­ 
cal research team asserted to day 
there is stro ng evidence th at all 
kno wn diseases are psycho so m at­ 
ic to so m e degree. 
The physicians fo u nd a direct 
relatio nship between a wide varie­ 
ty o f bo (iily illnesses and dis­ 
tu rbances o f mo o d, tho u ght and 
behavio r. 
The team o f 24 specialists, rep­ 
resenting 
vario u s 
branches 
o f 
medicine, fo u nd th at so me peo ple 
no t o nly get m o re than their share 
o f o ne kind o f disease—bu t also 
get m o re o f o ther diseases than 
the average. 
The co ncept is that mu ch sick­ 
ness is an adaptive pro cess—ef­ 
fo rts o f the brain to adapt the 
bo dy to special so cial pro blem s 


and su rro u ndings and the bo dy’s 
reactio n to co m bat infectio n and 
o ther irritating agents. 
Ir a repo rt to the annu al m eet­ 
ing o f the American Medical Assn. 
they said: 
“ The 
general 
implicatio n 
o f 
these findings is that. . . . m an’s 
attem pt to adapt to his so cial en­ 
viro nm ent is a very im po rtant de­ 
term inant o f his health in general 
which o ften o verrides all o ther in­ 
flu ences—a m atter which m u st be 
o f ever - increasing co ncern to 
medicine in the years to co m e.” 
The 
prelim inary 
findings 
are 
based o n a five-year stu dy o f 
th ree large gro u ps o f su ppo sedly 
healthy peo ple. The stu dy is co n­ 
tinu ing at New Yo rk Ho spital-Co r- 
nell M edical Center.

WASHINGTON, .June 12 fv-Sen. 
George <D-Ga> took the lead today 
In a move to fatten the foreign aid 
bill after President Eisenhower ap­ 
pealed from his hospital bed for 
restoration of at least part of the 
big cuts made by the House. 
George signaled his intention to 
fight to restore a half billion dol­ 
lars in military assistance funds 
to the $3 800.000.000 program which 
passed the Hou.se yesterday. 
Eisenhower originally had asked 
for $4,900,000,000. But adm inistra­ 
tion leaders suggested today that 
the aid program would meet the 
nation’s needs if 600 million dol­ 
lars was added to the House bill. 


White House Haddie

Eisenhower's sentiments were 
relayed verbally by Sherman Ad­ 
ams. his assistant who visited him 
earlier in the morning at the 
Army's Walter Reed Hospital.

Hagerty said the Presi- 
dent would be “ very happy’* to 
consider a postponement but at 
present is unable “ to consider an 
exact date” 
Delay Suggested 
President Arias Espinosa of Pan­ 
ama has suggested that the con­ 
ference be postponed three weeks. 
The President's doctors have es­ 
timated his convalescence from 
the emergency surgery at four to 
six weeks—that is, between July 7 
and July 21. 
The last medical bulletin of the 
day. timed at 5 p.m. EDT. said: 
“The President’s condition con­ 
tinues to be satisfactory. 
"His pulse, blood pressure, tem­ 
perature and respiration remain 
stable and essentially normal. 
“He rested throughout the after­ 
noon. sleeping at intervals. 
“The President did not engage 
in his walking exercises this after­ 
noon, and the doctors did not awak­ 
en him. preferring to let him sleep 
without interruption. 
Pain Deer rase* Each Day 
“ He may take these exercises 
later in the day. 
•’The President has had another 
good day on the way to recovery 
from his operation.” 
Hagerty expanded this at a news 
conference, telling reporters: 
Eisenhower is “still in pain but 
it decreases each day.” 
He is still getting mild sedation. 
He still has the two tubes which 
were put in place after his opera­ 
tion of last Saturday morning. One 
is a drainage tube from nose to 
stomach and the other is a tube 
by which he is fed through his 
veins. He still has not taken food 
by mouth.

WASHINGTON, June 12 <*-The 
United States today rejected a Red 
Chinese proposal for a prompt 
meeting of foreign ministers of the 
two countries. It accused the Reds 
of refusing to make a “ meaningful 
renunciation of force” in the long 
dispute over Formosa. 
A State Department statement 
declared that the United States 
will “continue to seek’’ such a re­ 
nunciation and also will go on 
pressing for release of 13 Ameri­ 
cans still held in Red Chinese 
prisons despite an agreement last 
Sept. IO to release all Americans. 


Bid Made Month Ago 


State Department officials said 
that there is not the slightest 
chance of changing U.S.-Red China 
negotiations to a higher level so 
long as the Communists persist in 
refusing to renounce force with 
respect to Formosa and in holding 
Americans prisoners in violation 
of the September agreement. 
The statement here came after 
Communist China disclosed that it 
had proposed a month ago at Ge­ 
neva that ambassadors of the two 
countries should arrange for a 
meeting of Secretary of State 
Dulles and Premier-Foreign Min­ 
ister Chou En Lai within two 
months from that time.

Scientists Say Radiation 
Increase Could Peril Life 


WASHINGTON, June 12 <IN S'- 
A group of the nation's leading ex­ 
perts on radioactivity warned to­ 
day that “any large increase ’ in 
hydrogen bomb explosions could be 
a matter of serious concern” to 
the human race. 
The scientists said that while 
radiation from current tests does 
not 
imperil 
future 
generations, 
there will be an increase in the 
number of children deformed at 
birth even at the present rate of 
H-bomb blasts. 
This estimate of the danger from 
nuclear radiation was contained in 
a special report issued by the Na­ 
tional Academy of Scientists based 
on 
a year’s study conducted by 
146 top U. S. Scientists. 
The “report to the public,” dis­ 
tributed at a news conference at 
,the 
academy's 
headquarters 
in 


Washington recommended a dras­ 
tic reduction in radiation permitted 
for atomic workers to save future 
generations from hereditary dam­ 
age 
The scientists noted, however, 
that only two or three per cent of 
all atomic workers are being sub­ 
jected to the maximum radiation 
permitted. 
The report stated flatly that rad­ 
ioactivity is “ harmful to life,” and 
said a shorter Ute span, an in­ 
crease in cancer and other diseas­ 
es and even the eventual destruc­ 
tion of the human race could result 
if unlimited testing is permitted. 
At present, the report said, the 
average American is being exposed 
to radiation at the rate of 7.4 
Roentgens in 30 years It said the

Off-Limits To Children 


The expressway cut was off- 
limit* to neighborhood children, 
police said. Repeatedly in recent 
m o n t h s , youngsters had been 
chased away from the perilous 
excavation. But just as repeatedly 
they sneaked back to continue 
their games. 
Parts of the cut were barricad­ 
ed. But gaps in the protective 
railings offered tempting ingress 
to youngsters.

Press Low As Tough As One He Killed 
Pushed Through By Premier Of Turkey 


By ALLAN JACKS 
ANKARA, Turkey, June 12 CP— 
Six years ago a handsome, dapper 
Turkish 
politician 
promised, 
if 
elected, to repeal a stringent press 
law and free imprisoned newsmen. 
The promise was made by Dep­ 
uty Adnan Menderes campaigning 
in Turkey’s first free national elec­ 
tion. 
Menderes, Celal Bayar and two 
either deputies had formed the 
Democratic party. The party won. 
• 
Menderes became premier and 
lyar became president. 
Menderes kept his promise. He 
repealed the press law and freed 
a number of newsmen. 
Last Thursday Menderes, now 
57. still handsome and dapper, 
pushed 
through 
Parliament 
a 
press law as tough and restrictive 
as the one he repealed. 
The press and opposition charge 
the law is intended to gag all criti­ 
cism of Menderes, his party and 
his government. 
Among other things the law pro­ 
vides one to three years in prison 
for those who publish what the 
government considers to be false 
news or who incite public agita­ 
tion or emotion or undermine faith 
in Turkey’s political or economic 
position. 
Offending 
newspapers can 
be 
closed for three months. 
Even 
news vendors can be jailed for a 
month and fined for shouting to 
advertise stories. 
What happened between the 1950 
promise and Thursday’s law? 
Menderes declared during a hot 
debate before Parliament passed 
the law: 
"Immediately after we came to 
power we became targets of press 
attacks which in following years 
took forms inimical to the coun­ 
try. We found ourselves in the 
presence of a mentality which 
would sacrifice anything to satis­ 
fy its ambition, creating the grav­ 
est dangers for Turkey. 
"The obligation to take meas­ 
ures against this mentality be­ 
came a patriotic duty.” 
In the past six months press and 
the political opposition have been 
attacking Menderes and his gov­ 
ernment in ever-increasing cre­ 
scendo. charging his policies have 
led Turkey into economic difficul- 
y Menderes called their attacks 
sabotage. 
Actually, the press and Men­ 
deres got along fairly well during 
his first four years as premier. 
Most newspapers supported him 
and his party for re-election in 
19.54 
Although economic troubles al­ 
ready loomed, the Democrats won 
with 55 per cent of the vote and 
captured 500 seats in a 540-seat 
one-house Parliament. 
An analysis showed, however, 
that the party's support came. 
primarily from the untaxed pea­ 
sant. It did not do well in the in­ 
tellectual and middle class cen­ 
ters.

Almost immediately Menderes 
proposed and Parliament passed 
several laws all violently attacked 
by the press and opposition. 
A criminal slander and libel law 
drew particular fire for a clause 
that barred the defendant from 
presenting proof that what he 
wrote was true. It also doubled 
prison sentences for slander of 
public officials. 
Menderes’ opponents charged he 
acted out of fear of the intellect­ 
uals and their influence with the 
electorate. 
His friends said Menderes hoped 
for time to carry out ambitious 
plans to industralize and modern­ 
ize Turkey. 
In the year after the 1954 sland­ 
er and libel law was adopted, 
about 40 newsmen were arrested 
and some jailed. Menderes’ rela­ 
tions with the press began to de­ 
teriorate rapidly, although some 
newspapers continued to support 
him. 


Relations grew worse almost in 
direct proportion with the worsen­ 
ing of the country's economy. 


M e n d e r e s , fndefatigable but 
highly n e r v o u s and sensitive, 
fought back in public speeches. He 
called his critics "saboteurs, plan­ 
ning revolution in the country.” 
As promised in a number of pub 
lie 
speeches, 
Menderes 
finally 
brought out 
his proposed 
new 
press law. It was adopted by an 
overwhelming majority.

"Hidden" Heart Attacks

new blood test for detecting “hid­ 
den" heart attacks was hailed to­ 
day as the most important for­ 
ward atep in diagnosis since the 
electrocardiograph was introduced 
early in the century. 
Dr. Frank P. Foster of the 
Lahey Clinic, Boston, described 
the test—called transaminase de­ 
termination—at the annual meet­ 
ing 
of

A.ssn. 
The test is designed to detect 
Incidents of heart damage known | 
as myocardial infarction. This oc­ 
curs when blood supply to a por­ 
tion of the heart muscle is blocked 
off by a clot or narrowing of an 
artery. The affected portion of the- 
heart then dies. 


Quick and accurate diagnosis 
and proper treatment often can 
mean the difference between life 
and death. 


But heart attack symptoms can 
be confusing. Many other condi­ 
tions mimic them. 
The electrocardiograph has been 
the chief tool for showing what 
ha.s happened, but the heart can 
play queer tricks. Dr. Foster said 
electrocardiograph changes may 
be completely ab.sent or slow to 
appear. Such changes also may 
be noted when heart disease is 
not involved. 
The blood test is based on the 
fact that dying heart muscle cells 
release the enzyme transaminase 
into the blood stream. This en­ 
zyme is measured photoelectrical- 
ly.

CHICAGO, June 12 uP—A Cana- 
dian surgeon said recently that the 
switching of a chest wall artery 
to serve blood-starved heart mus­ 
cle has proven highly successful. 
The 
technique—dislodging 
the 
mammary artery and implanting 
it in the heart-was developed by 
Dr. Arthur Vineberg of Montreal, 
who said the arteries he trans­ 
planted actuaUy grew and sent out 
branches. 
Dr. Vineberg, who has used the 
method for nourishment of hearts 
whose normal a r t e r i e s were 
blocked, reported his experiences 
to members of the American Col­ 
lege of Chest Physicians at their 
22nd annual meeting. 
During the 11 years he has per­ 
formed the operation. Dr. Vine­ 
berg said, he was able to examine 
the hearts of eight patients after

death from various causes which 
occurred months to years after the 
surgery. 
“There was only one blocked ar­ 
tery among the eight cases stud­ 
ied.” he said. 
“In the other seven hearts, the 
implanted arteries were shown to 
be widely open.” 
The operation is used, he said, 
in cases where the normal heart 
artery is blocked. “The implanted 
artery bypasses the blocked coro­ 
nary artery which causes the pa­ 
tient’s disability,” he said. 
“Since the man got better,” said 
Dr. Vineberg. “it is logical to as­ 
sume that the artery was sending 
blood into the heart to relieve the 
starved heart muscle.” 
Dr. Vineberg emphasized that 
his experiments had shown that 
the operation had a “low opera­ 
tive mortality” when performed in 
properly selected circumstances. 
The arter>' implant has its best 
chance of success among patients 
who suffer no pain while resting, 
he said. 
Dr. G. C. McMillan collaborated 
with Dr. Vineberg in preparing the 
report. Both are members of the 
department of pathology and sur­ 
gery of the Royal Victorian Hos­ 
pital in Montreal.

New Blood Test Detects 
nHidden" Heart Attacks 


CHICAGO, June 12 (/)—A simple 
new blood test for detecting “ hid* 
den" heart attacks was hailed to­ 
day as the most important for­ 
ward step in diagnosis since the 
electrocardiograph was introduced 
early in the century. 
Dr. Frank P. Foster of the 
Lahey Clinic, Boston, described 
the teat—called transaminase de­ 
termination—at the annual meet­ 
ing 
of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Assn. . 
The test is designed to detect 
Incidents of heart damage known 
as myocardial infarction. This oc­ 
cur* when blood supply to a por­ 
tion of the heart muscle is blocked 
off by a clot or narrowing of an 
artery. The affected portion of the 
heart then dies. 


Quick and accurate diagnosis 
and proper treatment often can 
mean the difference between life 
and death. 


But heart attack symptoms can 
be confusing. Many other condi­ 
tions mimic them. 
The electrocardiograph has been 
the chief tool for showing what 
has happened, but the heart can 
play queer tricks. Dr. Foster said 
electrocardiograph changes may 
be completely absent or slow to 
appear. Such changes also may 
be noted when heart disease is 
not involved. 
The blood test is based on the 
fact that dying heart muscle cells 
release the enzyme transaminase 
into the blood stream 
This en­ 
zyme is measured photoelectrical­ 
ly.

Chest Wall Artery Used 
To Nourish Heart Muscle 


CHICAGO, June 12 
A Cana­ 
dian surgeon said recently that the 
switching of a chest wall artery 
to serve blood-starved heart mus­ 
cle has proven highly successful. 
The technique—dislodging 
the 
mammary artery and implanting 
it in the heart—was developed by 
Dr. Arthur Vineberg of Montreal, 
who said the arteries he trans­ 
planted actually grew and sent out 
branches.

^Convicts Volunteer 
For Cancer Fight 


At a time when the nation’s crime rate has 
reached a seriously high point and law officers 
and the Congress are adopting tougher measures 
to curb this national disgrace, it Is gratify ing to 
note that at least some of the men convicted of 
crimes are earnestly striving to regain a respect­ 
ful place among their fellow country men. 
One such case involves 9 6 prisoners of the 
Ohio penitentiary who have volunteered for a risk y 
medical ex periment. Despite the danger of the 
ex periment and the fact that no promises or con­ 
ditions were given the prisoners, when the peni­ 
tentiary newspaper appealed for 25 volunteers, 9 6 
answered the call 
Sponsored by the SIoan-Kettering Research 
Institute of New York and fne Ohio State Univer­ 
sity ’s College of Medicine, the ex periment will 
consist of injecting live cancer cells into the fore­ 
arms of the volunteers in an effort to discover how 
a healthy body fights foreign cancerous tissue. Two 
week s after the injection, the affected portion of 
one forearm will be removed for study . The other 
arm, also injected, will retain its cancerous cells 
for an indefinite period. 
Various reasons were given by the prisoners 
for volunteering for the ex periment. The majority 
said they had relatives who had either died or 
were suffering from the disease. But others ex ­ 
pressed a desire to mak e amends for the wrongs 
for which they had been put behind bars. Some 
actually volunteered out of gratitude to the prison 
for the help it had given them. 
The Ohio volunteers are not unique. Prisoners 
have given of their services, and lives, numerous 
times in the cause of science. But the men from 
Ohio are to be especially respected for the large 
numbers in which they turned out to be willing 
victims of the 20th Century ’s most dread disease.

An organization which signs itself the “ National P re­ 
cinct Work ere, Inc.” with headquarters in Chicago, has 
^ issued a pamphlet entitled “ Every thing Is Booming but 
the Guns.’’ It is a publicity pamphlet in favor of Eisen­ 
hower for President and was undoubtedly prepared with 
the be.st of intentions. 
How much good it will actually 
do. nobody will ever k now because the vote-gathering 
value of such things can never be measured and the 
technique of politiciaas is to try every thing, no m atter 
how costly , in the hope that something work s. 


The Republicans firmly believe that Eisenhower 
is so popular that if all who are entitled to vote 
g o 
to the polls, Elsenhower is bound to be elected. On 
the other hand, the Democrats need to find 
a can­ 
didate. After the California primaries, it is certain 
that Senator Estes Kefauver has been eliminated. It 
Is less certain but quite probable that Adlai Stevenson 
has also been eliminated during the primaries. There­ 
fore, the names of Averell Harriman, Senator Ly ndon 
Johnson and Senator Stuart .Sy mington will loom large 
as the convention is approached. Sy mington, in par­ 
ticular. seems to be growing in favor. 


This Chicago pamphlet mak es a very curious point: 
“Sure that their many organizations will get nearly 
all New Deal voters to the polls, the left-wing radio com­ 
mentators and newspaper columnists are using a line of 
chatter designed to prevent an outpouring of votes such 
as we had in '52. ’The right to vote,* they say , ‘is not 
a duty but a privilege.’ They go on;

Vast corporations might 
hesitate to embark on this or that 
money -spending program because 
of Hagerty ’s translation into basic 
English of the medical obtusions of 
doctors in attendance.

A poli­ 
tical party that had not had a whiff 
of the White House since 1932 until 
Eisenhower made it 20 y ears later 
conld (and can, only hold its breath 
and wait with anx iety each new 
word from Hagerty ’s lips.

Convicts Volunteer 
For Concer Fight 


At a time when the nation’s crime rate has 
reached a seriously high point and law officers 
and the Congress are adopting tougher measures 
to curb this national disgrace, it is gratifying to 
note that at least some of the men convicted of 
crimes are earnestly striving to regain a respect­ 
ful place among their fellow countrymen. 
One such case involves 96 prisoners of the 
Ohio penitentiary who have volunteered for a risky 
medical experiment. 
Despite the danger of the 
experiment and the fact that no promises or con­ 
ditions were given the prisoners, when the peni­ 
tentiary newspaper appealed for 25 volunteers, 96 


answered the calL 
Sponsored by the Sloan-Kettering Research 
Institute of New York and fne Ohio State Univer­ 
sity's College of Medicine, the experiment will 
consist of injecting live cancer cells into the fore­ 
arms of the volunteers in an effort to discover how 
a healthy body fights foreign cancerous tissue. Two 
weeks after the injection, the affected portion of 
one forearm will be removed for study. The other 
arm, also injected, will retain its cancerous cells 


for an indefinite period. 
Various reasons were given by the prisoners 
for volunteering for the experiment. The majority 
said they had relatives who had either died or 
were suffering from the discase. But others ex­ 
pressed a desire to make amends for the wrongs 
for which they had been put behind bars. Some 
actually volunteered out of gratitude to the prison 
for the help it had given them. 
The Ohio volunteers are not unique. Prisoners 
have given of their services, and lives, numerous 
times in the cause of science. But the men from 
Ohio are to be especially respected for the large 
numbers in which they turned out to be willing 
victims of the 20th Century s most dread disease.

This Chicago pam phlet m akes a very curious point: 
“ Sure that their m any organizations will get nearly 
all New Deal voters to the polls, the left-wing radio com­ 
m entators and new spaper colum nists are using a line of 
ch atter designed to prevent an outpouring of votes such 
aa we had in 52. 
‘The right to vote,’ they say, ‘is not 
a duty but a privilege.’ They go on: 
’The right not to 
vote is also an inherent privilege. No one has a right to 
tell you that you should vote.’ 
“This is typical of the brainwashing technique used 
by the left-wingers during political cam paigns for nearly 
a quarter of a century. The fact that they have won all 
but one of the big elections is evidence that their devices 
are effective.” 


It would be interesting if the author of this docu­ 
ment would produce the names of the left-wingers 
who for nearly a quarter of a century have taken 
this position. It would be very interesting to see a 
documentation of this. 
For so far as I have any 
records, both the Democratic and Republican left 
always advocated a large vote. It was in the Wen­ 
dell Willkie campaign that the drums rolled and the 
radio blared for everybody to come out and vote 
whether they had anyone to vote for or not.

H agerty’s choice of words to de­ 
pict the condition of the President 
and the state of the recovery was, 
in each q rsc, an immensely hard 
one. He could utter no gray words; 
only clear-cut 
black 
and 
white 
ones. Billions of dollars in paper 
profits were at stake on the stock 
m arket. 
Vast corporations might 
hesitate to em bark on this or that 
money-spending program because 
of H agerty s translation into basic 
English of the medical obtusions of 
doctors in attendance. 
Unemploy­ 
m ent was involved. 
The policies 
of foreign nations toward us were 
hanging in subtle balance. 
A poli­ 
tical party that had not had a whiff 
of the White House since 1932 until 
Eisenhower m ade it 20 years later 
contd 'an d can, only hold its breath 
and w ait with anxiety each new 
word from H agerty’s lips. 
Tough And G reat 
I thought he was especially tough 
and great at about 5:30 Saturday 
morning when he barged down to 
the improvised press room that 
had been set up in W ater Reed, two 
decks under the operating room.

Jim looked at him for a 
long moment. 
There were rings 
under the bags below the circles 
beneath his eyes. 
“Can I go on?” he asked. On 
another occasion Jim might have 
sprung at his questioner’s jugular. 


When he was finished with th# 
bulletin and had answered all the 
questions that followed. Jim rs- 
peated the perform ance for radio 
and then for the TV and newsreel 
cam eras — including 
saying 
tho 
sam e thing several tim es when 
newsreel cam eram en had to changa 
lenses for a close-up or ran out of 
film. 


Then he raced home, took a shava 
and shower, put on fresh clothe! 
and sped back to W alter Reed. 
What with the White House photo­ 
graphers dinner of Thursday night, 
I don't think H agerty had three 
hours sleep in three days. 
Yet no 
m an in the nation or in the world 
itself had to be m ore careful of 
what he said or did. 
A slip of the 
tongue, a fog of fatigue, even a 
worried 
glance 
would 
mean 
so 
much.
